On  June  19,  the  Asian  Ameri¬ 
can  Civic  Association  (AACA), 
publisher  of  the  Sampan,  cel¬ 
ebrated  two  hundred  adult  stu¬ 
dents  in  its  annual  graduation 
ceremonies  for  the  education  and 
workforce  training  programs. 

The  event  included  remarks  by 
Senator  Sonia  Chang-Diaz,  two 
graduates,  AACA  partners,  and 
Governor  Deval  Patrick. 

Filling  the  auditorium  were 
cheerful  and  hopeful  students 
from  various  backgrounds  and 
life  stages.  The  event  reflected 
the  increasingly  diverse  popula¬ 
tion  AACA  serves,  as  well  as  the 
agency's  strategic  role  in  Chinese 
immigrants'  paths  toward  eco¬ 
nomic  success,  independence  and 
assimilation. 

Chau-ming  Lee,  executive  di¬ 
rector  of  AACA,  opened  by  stat¬ 
ing:  "It  is  not  easy  to  spend  time 
studying  while  there  are  so  many 
demands  on  family  life  and  work. 
But  with  due  diligence,  (the  stu¬ 
dents]  completed  the  first  phase 
of  a  lifelong  journey  of  learning 


and  advancement." 

For  the  second  consecutive  year, 
the  occasion  was  hosted  at  the 
Tufts  Medical  Center  (TMC), 
which  also  enrolled  thirty-four  of 
its  employees  in  AACA  programs 
this  year.  In  fact,  one  of  the  no¬ 
table  strengths  of  AACA's  pro¬ 
grams  is  the  partnerships  with 
corporations  and  institutions 
such  as  TMC.  "  [The  partner¬ 
ships]  are  so  important  to  the  fu¬ 
ture  and  vitality  of  our  institution 
and  the  community,"  Ellen  Zane, 
President  &  CEO  of  TMC  said. 

Deputy  Director  Sunny 
Schwartz  also  thanked  employer 
partners  such  as  Maloney  Proper¬ 
ties,  Citizens  Bank,  State  Street 
Corporation,  and  the  Double  Tree 
Hotel  for  their  significant  contri¬ 
bution.  Employers  help  develop 
curriculum,  provide  interview 
practice,  internships,  and  also 
hire  students  from  AACA  pro¬ 
grams.  They  also  offer  workplace 
support  and  career  advancement 
opportunities  -  all  of  which  are 
critical  in  achieving  AACA's  mis¬ 
sion  in  educating,  empowering 
and  employing  immigrants. 


In  helping  immigrants  on 
their  pathway  towards  rewarding 
employment,  many  workforce  de¬ 
velopment  centers  such  as  the  One- 
Stop  Career  Center  also  play  an 
important  role  in  funding  ESL  and 
skills  training  programs  at  AACA. 

A  keynote  speech  was  given 
by  State  Senator  Sonia  Chang-Diaz, 
who  represents  the  Second  Suffolk 
district,  which  includes  Boston 
neighborhoods  such  as  Chinatown, 
Roxbury,  and  Dorchester  -  where 
many  immigrants  live,  study  and 
work.  "What  happens  here  today 
is  what  inspires  those  of  us  in  pub¬ 
lic  service  to  do  our  jobs,"  Senator 
Chang-Diaz  began. 

The  Senator  admired  the  stu¬ 
dents  for  their  approach  to  life  by 
taking  on  challenges  regardless  of 
the  odds,  and  sincere  efforts  in  the 
midst  of  uncertainty.  "  [In  spite  of 
obstacles]  you  push  and  stretch 
yourselves.  Even  though  you  may 
not  come  across  the  perfect  job. .. 
you  try  anyway,  and  that  is  how 
you  ultimately  achieve  success,"

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Chang-Diaz' s  family  history  is  rich 
with  stories  of  triumph  over  adversity.  Her 
great  grandfather  emigrated  from  China 
to  Costa  Rica,  and  her  father  eventually 
arrived  in  the  US  with  only  50  dollars.  He 
failed  his  first  two  terms  in  high  school. 
However,  through  persistence  and  hope, 
he  graduated,  went  on  to  MIT  and  became 
the  nation's  first  Latino  astronaut. 

"Imagine  what  great  successes  are 
ahead  of  you,"  Chang-Diaz  encouraged, 
urging  the  students  to  persevere  and  never 
give  up,  while  acknowledging  the  realities 
of  disappointments  and  roadblocks  along 
the  way,  especially  during  this  economic 
downturn. 

"Drawing  from  strengths  and  the  ap¬ 
proach  to  life  from  different  cultures  across 
the  world  is  what  makes  America  great," 
Chang-Diaz  proudly  pointed  out. 

One  of  those  immigrants,  Connie  Chen, 
spoke  about  her  education  at  AACA. 
Coming  to  the  US  less  than  two  years  ago, 
Chen  completed  ESL  level  5  through  Adult 
Basic  Education  level  4.  In  a  touching 
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tribute,  she  thanked  the  dedicated  teachers 
and  staff  who  not  only  taught  her  commu¬ 
nications  skills  but  also  encouraged  and 
mentored  her  through  the  rough  begin¬ 
nings. 

"When  I  first  came  to  this  country, 

I  felt  my  life  was  turned  upside  down." 
Chen  said,  narrating  her  journey  from  a 
managerial  role  in  Taishan,  China  to  not 
knowing  how  to  navigate  basic  tasks  such 
as  shopping  and  commuting.  Chen,  who 
will  be  studying  business  at  a  commu¬ 
nity  college  this  fall,  is  active  in  helping 
other  students  and  AACA  operations  and 
events.  "I  hope  AACA  continues  to  help 
immigrants  like  me. . .in  order  to  be  inde¬ 
pendent  and  give  back  to  the  community." 
Chen  said.  Indeed,  graduating  is  only  the 
first  step  for  Chen.  "I  want  to  continue  my 
education  in  order  to  reach  my  goal  of  be¬ 
ing  a  successful  businesswoman." 

Calvin  Tchulieu,  a  French  immi¬ 
grant  by  way  of  Cameroon,  spoke  about 
his  achievements  at  the  Partnership  for 
Automotive  Career  Education  program 
(PACE).  Having  the  dream  of  a  career 
as  a  mechanic  but  the  lack  of  resources 
for  tuition,  he  was  grateful  for  AACA's 
training.  "I  picked  up  a  flyer  one  day  in 
Dudley  Square,  and  found  my  way  to 
PACE,"  Tchulieu  remembered.  Within  a 
year,  Tchulieu  gained  employment  as  an 
auto  technician  and  continues  to  work. 

"I'll  keep  pushing  to  be  the  best  technician 
ever,"  Tchulieu  declared. 

There  are  a  myriad  of  these  success 
stories  of  individuals  who  have  left  behind 
careers,  networks,  and  familiar  environ¬ 
ments  to  come  to  this  country  for  the  sake 
of  better  opportunities  for  their  children 
and  families.  The  Bay  State  has  historically 
been  one  of  earliest  points  of  arrivals  from 
many  immigrants,  and  has  been  a  major 
force  in  the  state's  dynamic  economy  and 
civic  life. 

During  the  presentation  of  certificates. 
Governor  Deval  Patrick  arrived  to  offer  his

congratulatory  remarks.  Governor  Patrick 
applauded  the  student's  achievements  and 
outlook.  "Your  optimism  is  exactly  what 
we  need  for  the  Commonwealth  to  move 
forward,"  Patrick  said. 

Governor  Patrick  also  testified  to  his 
own  story  of  growing  up  with  tremendous 
obstacles  on  the  South  Side  of  Chicago, 
and  the  immense  possibilities  he  real¬ 
ized  through  optimism,  determination, 
and  education.

Governor  Patrick  continued  on  to  em¬ 
phasize  the  optimism  which  has  always 
led  him  to  appreciate  and  count  on  the 
contribution  of  immigrants  to  the  Com¬ 
monwealth.  He  also  believes  that  because 
of  the  hope  and  hard  work,  AACA  gradu¬ 
ates  would  be  able  to  take  advantage  of  the 
upswing  when  the  economy  eventually 
turns  around. 

Recognizing  the  importance  of  work¬ 
force  training  and  adult  basic  education 
to  the  State's  character  and  growth,  the 
Governor  made  a  point  by  staying  to  shake 
every  graduate's  hand,  which  wrapped 
up  the  ceremonies  with  excitement  and 
optimism.

Asthma 


of  community  development

Asthma  is  a  chronic 
lung  disease  that  is  com¬ 
mon  in  the  United  States, 
particularly  in  urban  areas. 
It  is  the  most  common 
long-term  disease  of  chil¬ 
dren.  Although  a  chronic 
condition,  it  manifests 
itself  in  acute  episodes  of 
breathing  problems,  or 
"attacks."  The  airways  to 
the  lungs  become  inflamed 
and  constricted,  limiting 
airflow.  This  is  experienced 
as  wheezing,  or  in  severe 
cases,  an  almost  complete 
inability  to  breathe.  These 
episodes  are  triggered  by 
certain  irritants  to  which 
a  patient  with  asthma  is 
sensitive  to.  They  cause  the 
patient's  body  to  overreact 
and  constrict  the  airways 
and  increase  mucus  secre¬ 
tion,  hampering  breathing. 

Since  the  severity  of 
the  symptoms  of  asthma 
range  widely,  asthma  does 
not  always  present  in  the 
same  way.  There  a  few  key 
signs  to  watch  for  before 
consulting  your  doctor. 

The  most  common  sign  is 
shortness  of  breath  and 
wheezing.  Many  people 
suffering  from  asthma 
cough  during  or  after  ex¬ 
ercising.  Sometimes  the 
disease  manifests  itself 
as  tightness  in  the  chest. 
Any  combination  of  these 
symptoms  could  be  caused 
by  asthma  and  it  is  impor¬ 
tant  to  consult  a  physician 
to  determine  a  definite 
diagnosis. 

Fortunately,  asthma 
can  be  treated  and  man¬ 
aged  using  medication  and 
lifestyle  alterations.  The 
most  important  task  for  a 
patient  is  to  avoid  the  trig¬ 
gers  that  set  off  his  or  her 
asthma  attacks.  This  will 
reduce  the  frequency  of 
attacks  and  the  amount  of 
medication  needed.  Medi¬ 
cation  is  usually  divided 
into  long-term  and  quick- 
relief  solutions.  Long-term 
solutions  work  to  keep 
airways  dilated  (open) 
and  inflammation  down. 
Quick-relief  medication 
is  usually  reserved  for  an 
acute  asthma  attack  and 
provides  immediate  relief. 
The  most  common  form  of 
administering  this  medica¬ 
tion  is  through  an  albuterol 
inhaler. 

Are  there  common 
triggers  for  asthma  attacks? 

Yes  the  most  common 
triggers  are  tobacco  smoke, 
dust  mites,  cockroaches, 
pollution,  pets  and  mold. 
Triggers  vary  from  person 
to  person  and  could  be 
anything  from  food  addi¬ 
tives  to  cold  weather.  If 
you  or  someone  in  your 
home  has  asthma  you  need 
to  stop  smoking  imme¬ 
diately  as  this  is  a  strong 
irritant. 

How  will  a  physi¬ 
cian  definitively  diagnose 
asthma? 

The  complex  nature 
of  the  disease  makes  it 
difficult  to  diagnose  eas¬ 
ily.  Your  physician  will 
first  have  to  rule  out 


other  possibilities.  He  or 
she  may  conduct  a  lung 
function  test  such  as  spi¬ 
rometry  which  measures 
the  amount  of  air  you  are 
capable  of  exhaling.  These 
types  of  tests  give  your 
doctor  insight  into  how 
your  lungs  are  functioning 
and  allow  them  to  monitor 
your  response  to  treat¬ 
ment. 

Are  there  any  medica¬ 
tions  which  can  exacerbate 
asthma  symptoms? 

NSAIDs  such  as  as¬ 
pirin  and  ibuprofen  seem 
to  trigger  asthma  attacks 
in  some  patients.  Thus, 
these  medications  should 
be  looked  into  as  possible 
triggers. 

Is  there  a  genetic  com¬ 
ponent  to  asthma? 

Yes.  While  you  cannot 
directly  inherit  Asthma, 
you  can  be  bom  predis¬ 
posed  to  developing  it.  A 
combination  of  environ¬ 
mental  and  genetic  factors 
results  in  the  development 
of  the  disease.  Being  raised 
in  an  environment  with 
fewer  irritants  such  as 
air  pollution  and  tobacco 
smoke  will  decrease  your 
likelihood  of  developing 
the  disease. 

What  extra  precau¬ 
tions  should  someone  with 
asthma  take? 

Influenza  and  other 
respiratory  tract  infec¬ 
tions  are  more  dangerous 
in  people  suffering  from 
asthma.  To  prevent  serious 
complications,  adults  with 
asthma  should  always 
receive  flu  vaccinations. 
However,  only  one  third  of 
asthmatic  adults  currently 
get  vaccinates  for  the  flu  in 
the  United  States.

In  a  packed 
room  on  Satur¬ 
day,  June  27,  the 
Comedy  Studio  in 
Cambridge's  Hong 
Kong  Restaurant 
hosted  the  an¬ 
nual  Asian  Comedy 
Night  to  benefit  the 
Asian  Community 
Development  Cor¬ 
poration  (ACDC). 

The  evening 
featured  five  local 
comedians  from 
a  variety  of  Asian 
American  roots. 

The  show  was  host¬ 
ed  by  Joe  Wong,  a 
veteran  at  the  Com¬ 
edy  Studio,  who 
recently  had  his 
national  television 
debut  on  the  David 
Letterman  Show. 

The  event  in 
Cambridge  has 
been  a  mainstay  for 
the  fifth  consecu¬ 
tive  year,  promot¬ 
ing  community 
development  while 
showcasing  many 
up-and-coming 
talents  in  a  region 
with  a  dynamic 
stand-up  comedy 
scene,  innovative 
community  devel¬ 
opers  and  a  diverse 
immigrant  popula¬ 
tion. 

"I  grew  up 
poor,"  said  Wong, 
who  does  not 
worry  at  all  about 
the  economy.  "If  I 
become  poor  again, 

I  will  just  feel 
young." 

Certainly,  one 
of  the  best  ways 
to  cope  with  a 
down  economy  or 
a  world  full  of  bad 
news  is  through 
humor.  In  this  case, 
laughter  provides 
escape  and  fun  in 
the  midst  of  anxiety 
and  directly  helps 
low-income  fami¬ 
lies  reach  financial 
literacy  and  stabil¬ 
ity. 

This  year's 
proceeds  go  di¬ 
rectly  to  ACDC's 
Comprehensive

Program  (CHOP), 
which  assists  recent 
immigrants  with  bi¬ 
lingual  workshops, 
counseling  and 
information  toward 
homeownership, 
serving  450  clients 
since  its  inception.

make  great  comic  fodder. 
"I  recently  attended  the 
Greek  Festival  by  acci¬ 
dent,"  said  Wong,  a  bio¬ 
tech  professional  with  a 
Mandarin  accent,  glasses, 
and  unassuming  demean¬ 
or.  "But  I  didn't  see  the 
letter  'R'  in  Greek,  and  I 
was  the  only  one  holding  a 
light-saber." 

A  follow-up  come¬ 
dian,  Raj  Sivaramen,  was 
a  graduate  of  the  Indian 
Institute  of  Technology. 

"In  case  you  do  not  know 
what  it  is,  it  is  just  like 
MIT,  but  with  fewer  Indi¬ 
ans,"  he  said. 

Jokes  about  cross- 
cultural  misunderstand¬ 
ings  and  tensions  certainly 
abound  in  America,  espe¬ 
cially  for  those  who  have 
experienced  prejudice 


and  ignorance  first  hand. 
Ahmed  Bharoocha  is  a 
Rhode  Island  native  with 
Irish  Catholic  and  Paki¬ 
stani  Muslim  parents,  who 
recently  returned  from 
Nebraska.  "If  you're  Ameri¬ 
can,  why  is  your  name 
Ahmed?"  Bharoocha  was 
asked.  "Same  reason  why 
your  name  isn't  Squanto!" 
he  responded. 

One  of  the  main  rea¬ 
sons  why  race  and  ethnic¬ 
ity  jokes  get  easy  laughs  is 
precisely  why  these  topics 
often  remain  sensitive  and 
controversial.  In  fact,  top¬ 
ics  in  our  culture  that  are 
considered  off-limits  at 
dinner  tables  often  become 
comedic  capital.  Many  use 
politics  and  sex  to  anchor 
their  acts,  and  many  non- 
White  comedians  also  have 


arsenals  of  racial  identity 
jokes. 

The  evening  was  also 
filled  with  comedy  about 
everyday  life,  such  as 
dealing  with  pets,  dating, 
hobbies,  and  family.  "I  am 
so  bad  in  dating... I  once 
brought  a  date  to  my  date!" 
said  Julie  Kitayama,  an 
Arlington  native  with  Japa¬ 
nese,  American,  and  Bud¬ 
dhist  influences. 

Jason  Marcus  also 
draws  his  style  of  humor 
from  his  experiences  grow¬ 
ing  up  in  a  racially-mixed 
household,  and  was  voted 
"Best  of  the  East  Coast"  at 
a  recent  festival.  The  suc¬ 
cess  these  comedians  have 
achieved  reflects  the  vibrant 
contribution  of  many  differ¬ 
ent  cultures,  perspectives 
and  senses  of  humor  which 
make  up  America. 

"This  country  is  becom¬ 
ing  more  diverse.  We  have 
a  president  who  is  half 
black  and  half  white. .  .and 
the  next  mayor  [candidate 
Sam  Yoon]  who's  half  not- 


black  and  half  not-white," 
Wong  noted,  pointing  out 
Boston's  first  Asian  Ameri¬ 
can  City  Councilor  and 
his  campaign  for  Mayor. 
Yoon,  who  worked  at 
ACDC  before  being  an 
elected  official,  was  in  at¬ 
tendance  to  support  the 
community  development 
programs  -  efforts  which 
led  him  to  enter  and  com¬ 
mit  to  public  service. 

ACDC  and  many  oth¬ 
er  civic  organizations  have 
indeed  been  a  breeding 
ground  for  leaders,  talents, 
and  bridges  of  cultures 
and  socio-economic  levels. 
The  event  also  highlighted 
the  connection  between 
public  service  and  com¬ 
edy. 

A  successful  comedi¬ 
an,  much  like  a  politician, 
often  needs  to  possess 
keen  self-understanding, 
awareness  of  the  experi¬ 
ences  of  everyday  people, 
the  audacity  to  step  into 
the  public  arenas  and 
readiness  to  be  judged  by 


others. 

All  of  these  qualities 
are  not  only  typically  un¬ 
expected  of  many  Asian 
American  immigrants, 
but  are  in  fact  a  recipe  for 
success  -  for  individual 
and  community  develop¬ 
ment.  Since  one  of  the 
first  hurdles  for  many  im¬ 
migrants  is  language,  the 
ability  to  understand  a  joke 
in  a  second  language  often 
reflects  a  sign  of  success 
and  assimilation  by  the 
individual  in  a  different 
culture. 


In  a  backstage  in¬ 
terview,  Wong  told  the 
Sampan  about  his  im¬ 
probable  journey  from 
being  a  young  student  in 
China  who  wrote  sketches 
for  traditional  Chinese 
"crosstalk"  to  becoming  a 
biomedical  engineer  and 
successful  stand-up  comic 
in  Boston.  Wong  recently 
appeared  in  several  televi¬ 
sion  shows  and  is  sched¬ 
uled  to  perform  in  Wash¬ 
ington  D.C.  with  President 
Obama  as  a  potential  audi¬ 
ence  member. 

As  a  self-identified 
"all-American  immigrant," 
Wong's  refreshing  logic, 
unpretentious  attitude, 
and  distinctive  immigrant 
viewpoint  have  made  him 
into  a  Boston  gem,  speak¬ 
ing  to  the  nation's  continu¬ 
ing  evolution  into  a  multi¬ 
cultural  society. 

Through  humor,  a  new 
generation  of  immigrants 
facilitated  and  empow¬ 
ered  by  organizations  like 
ACDC  can  discover  and 
reinvent  their  voices  to  add 
to  the  richness  of  Ameri¬ 
ca's  social  fabric. 

"It's  the  best  feeling 
in  the  world  when  people 
laugh  together,"  Wong 
said.
